pugning the sincerity and the compe- 
tency of a commute of the House of 
Representatives. 
You have no war- 


rant for it."

Information Concerning <MeUl Bosi* 


ness Gets to the ITewspapsr 


Some years ago Gen. Grosraaor was 


a member of tbe committee on rivers 
and harbors of the bouse, and this 
story is told of bow be accommodated 
a newspaper friend. 
In those days 


there was a stronger pressure *an at 
present among tbe correspondents to 
get the advance items in tbe river and 
harbor bill, so that every man who 
bad a friend on tbe committee was ex- 
pected to "lay down" on him and get 
the different Items. The year of which 
ibis story is told the committee as 
usual tied itself up and agreed that it 
would not make any features public 
until tbe bill was reported to tbe 
bouse. But as usual some members 
"leaked." 
A man from the far west 


procured the Pacific coast items and 
one or two oiber large items enough 
to make it appear that tbe bill was 
getting out. These Items were turned 
over to a man who knew Gen. Grosve- 
nor well and the battle began. 
The 


general did not want to "give np." but 
the newspaper man was persistent, 
pointing out how nearly every other 
man of the committee 
had "tak«n 


care of his friends,' and that It was 
not right for the general to allow his 
friends to get left The outcome was 
that the young man got his Items in- 
the bill and enough to help out all his 
friends who were in the plot. 


The next morning 
there was a 


stormy meeting in the committee on 
rivers and harbors. Gen. Grosvenor 
opened the ball with a denunciation of 
those who made such a pretense of 
secrecy and yet gave out everything 
pertaining to their sections. He said 
that the main features of the bill, as 
well as whole sections, uad been made 
public, and he knew they were accu- 
rate because the newspaper men had 
shown him the figures. The commit- 
tee had seldom received such a, lec- 
ture as Gen. Grosvenor gave them, and 
a few who had been guilty of "tipping 
off" a few Items to friends regretted 
that they were not as faithful and vir- 
tuous as the Ohio representative. They 
resolved to follow in his footsteps In 
the future, and many of them did so. 
Whenever there 
Is trouble over a 


"leak" In the committee every member 
now tries to get his indignant protest 
in first. Gen. Grosevnor will be missed 
by the newspaper men as well as by 
his colleagues, for he was a 
good 


'news" man. 


WOMEN NURSES IN NAVY. 


Their Employment in the Medical 


Service Strongly Recom- 


mended by Heads. 


"The surgeon general of the navy 


has made a strong plea for the employ- 
ment of women nurses in the naval 
medical service," says the Washington 
E-iening Star. "That women nurses 
are by natural endowment and apti- 
tude," says he, 
"superior 
to male 


nurses for much of the duty required 
in the care of sick and Injured men is 
generally admitted. Every war of mod- 
ern times has demonstrated this fact 
The medical department of the army 
is now provided with a corps of trained 
women nurses, and their adaptability 
fo service conditions and efficiency in 
institutions 
under military control 


have been fully established. 
Their 


services would be more useful in the 
naval hospitals, insuring for the sick 
of the navy as careful nursing as is 
now given to the sick of the army. 


"Valuable assistance, 
moveover, in 


teaching and training the men of the 
hospital corps their special duties of 
attendance on the sick would be ren- 
dered by them, and, in the event of 
war, besides being utilized on hospital 
ships, they could, in large part, take 
the place of the men in the naval hos- 
pitals, thereby releasing the latter for 
service with the force afloat whereithey 
would be needed. In the opinlo^tj 
the bureau, provision should be^made 
for one superintendent of nurses to 
supervise the discipline of the corps, 
and as many chief nurses, nurses and 
reserve nurses as may be needed, in 
the discretion of the secretary of the 
navy, 
in time of peace the number 


of such trained women nurses would 
be small, but the organization should 
bo Mich as to admit of ready expan- 
sion ifrmeet extraordinary qeeds with- 
out delay or confusion. 
The recom- 


mendation of the bureau that congress 
be asked to authorize the appointment 
of trained women nurses has hereto- 
fore met with the approval of the de- 
partment, but necessary legislation has 
so tar failed of enactment. The bureau 
has renewed its recommendation that 
legislation 
authorizing the 
employ- 


ment of trained women nurses for th« 
navy be requested of congress."

benefit the conversation was carried 
on. Then tho hearers became bored. 
Finally a man, sitting at a table next 
to tho one occupied by tho midship- 
men, summonotl a waiter, and when 
he was sovpral font away called out:

TEA TABLETS FOR ARMY. 


Bepartanent of Agriculture Makes 


Discovery Which Will Save 


Much Space. 


The latest novel experiment to be 


made by the department of agruculture 
s that of compressing tea into tablets, 
)ne of which will make a delicious cup 
)f the beverage. As a result what ordi- 
larily would make a large package of 
ea can be placed in a space about the 
size of a safety-match box. The tea 
s grown at the department's expert 
nental tea gardens, Summerville, S. C. 


The department has been engaged in 


his experiment for some time, and last 
veek a large box of sample packages 
>f tea tablets was received by Dr. Gal- 
oway, director of the bureau of plant 
ndustrj", for Inspection. 


Each little box of compressed tea 
ontains 20 tablets about the size of a 
enny, but about twice as thick. They 
ire dark green. Dr. Galloway states 
.bat the most favorable reports have 
>een made by those who have tried the 
ablets. The tablets are said to con- 
ain no adulterant. 


It is explained that the taste of the 


ea is in no way bettered by the form 
'f tablets, but the value lies in the 
act that it is compressed and takes up 
ess room. It has been the object of 
he department for some time to find 
neans of providing food for the army 
tnd navy which could be prepared in 
>uch a way as to save space, but all at- 
empts had proved unsatisfactory. 
It 


s believed by officials of the depart- 
nent that these tablets will fill not 
mly government requirements, but 
hose of general merchandise and fam- 
ly use.

FASHIONABLE DINNERS. 
THE SOLAR SYSTEM. 


Washington Banquets of the Present 


and Those of Half-a-Cen- 


tury Ago. 


A lady whose father was attorney 


general of Pennsylvania in the early 
Hfiies tells of the fashionable life in 
Washington and other capitals as it 
existed at that time. As it is in great 
contrast to such entertainments of to- 
day her recital is full of interest. A 
dinner given in Washington by the 
secretary of the treasury began at six 
p. m. There were few courts, neither 
fish nor game bein? represented. The , 
soup was served in plates, no tureen 1 
being visible. The table was set with 
roasts at cither en«l and flanked by in- j 
termediate coxered dishes of vegetables 
and sauces. 


Decanters of wine were upon the 


table and the colored man 
servant 


branded around the dishes. When the 
substantials were removed the table- 
cloth was also lifted and the desserts 
were served on the polished mahogany. 
In the center of the table was a china 
plateua with the bou bons then in style. 
These were wrapped in ornamental pa- 
pers, which were beautifully hand 
painted, but the contents were hard 
squares of colored sugar. These bon- 
bons were designed for souvenirs, and 
the host complimented the ladles by 
picking out those he considered espe- 
cially pretty or appropriate for each. 
The desserts consisted of pastry, pud- 
dings and fruit: fresh flgs slic*3 In 
wine were especially delicious. Black 
coffee in small cups followed the din- 
ner. 


The first*course dinner which she at- 


tended when they came into fashion 
wax in Philadelphia. The table was a 
mass of flowers, glass and silver. A 
great pyramid 
of 
poinsetteia and 


japonicas rose almost to the ceiling. 
Every plant was an art work and all 
the courses were served. After oysters 
thei e was soup, then fish, then game of 
all uinds, terrapin, canvasback ducks, 
etc 
There was no wine on the table, 


champagne being served almost con- 
tinuously. This was understood to bs 
a French dinner, the gentlemen leav- 
ing the table at the same time as the 
ladles, Immediately after the coffee. 


There was as great prodigality dis- 


played in providing for the home table 
as for invited guests. Take, for ex- 
ample, the home of a woman whose 
father was one of the first settlers and 
she the second white child born west 
of the Allegheny river. At the family 
table there was always a roast ham 
at one end and at the other roast beef 
or fowl or a saddle of venison. Pour 
vegetables, with sauces and condiments 
ami an elaborate dessert, made up the 
meal. 
There were always four cut 


glas« decanters on the dinner table and 
many 
delicacies, 
but 
never soup. 


Breakfast and supper were also hearty 
mea's 
The first included broiled beef- 


steak, fresh fish, lamb chops and vari- 
ous styles of hot cakes. Supper was 
mcr-i delicate—fried chickens and waf- 
fles, game, sweetbreads and peas. At 
breakfast there was often welsh rab 
bit,: neither this nor ham was regard- 
ed as food, but merely as an appetiz 
er. This old lady, who lived to be near- 
ly i*0 years of age, said she had never 
failed to eat broiled beefsteak for her 
breakfast since her earliest recollec- 
tion. There were plenty of Malaga 
grapes and some oranges and lemons, 
with all kinds of dried fruits, which 
came from New Orleans, as did sugar, 
coffee, tea, etc.

The size of the 


solar system as a whole, consisting 
thus of the sun and bis planers, includ- 
ing our eautti, may be fairly well grasp- 
ed by any one taking the trouble to 
master two simple facts. 
They are 


these, that our earth is roughly about 
92,000,000 miles away from the sun 
and that Neptune, the outermost plan- 
et of the solar system, is nearly thirty 
times as far distant from the sun as 
our earth is.—Chambers' Journal. 


AN ODD BIRD. 


Tie Kiwi of NCTT Zealand Ha» Som* 


Remarkable PeevIIarlttes. 


That queer bird, the kiwi. Is a native 


of New Zealand. Its remarkable pe- 
culiarities are, first, the apparent ab- 
sence of -wings, as the plumage so 
covers the small, rudimentary, stick- 
like appendage of a -sring that none 
whatever is apparent The situation 
of the nostrils at the bill's extremity 
Is a second peculiar feature. While 
hunting for earthworms it probes the 
soft ground, making a continual snuff- 
Ing sound. Thus the scent Is evidently 
of great help in finding food and tha 
reason for the position of the nostrils 
quite apparent 


A third peculiarity Is the very dispro- 


portionate size oC tbe egg ia compari- 
son to the bird, it being a little less 
than one-fourth the bird's own -weight 
One kiwi's egg fonnd weighed four- 
teen and one-half ounces, while the 
bird weighed Just under four pound* 
(sixty-four ounces) and was about the 
eize of an ordinary hen. 


The plumage of the kiwi is a dull 


brown streaked with light gray, and 
the body resembles a miniature hay 
shock, rather badly hacked off at the 
rear part, as nature has not provided 
the kiwi with such decoration as a tail. 
Tbe absence of wings Is compensated 
for by its swiftness of foot, and tha 
large, clumsy looking legs, which aro 
sometimes used as weapons, are placed 
far baci on the oddly shaped body.— 
St Nicholas.

very serious objectons may be made 
The immense cannon 
crackers 
so 


common in recent years are a menace 
to property, life and limb. The explod- 
ing ca.ne. •whidh made its appearance 
a few years ago, is a diabolical in- 
vention for w-hich no good excuse ex- 
ists. The revolver with the 
blank 


cartridge in Irresponsible hands may 
be only less dangerous 
than 
the 


weapon loaded with a bullet. 


•Fireworks are pleasing and 
not 


necessarily perilous to use. but high 
explosives should not in any form be 
thrown about the streets of a city. 
The cannon cracker dropped upon the 
sidewalks or cast into the roadway 
places in peril every pedestrian and 
every driver ol a horse within reach, 
to say nothing of the probability of 
starting fires and the lesser danger 
to plate glass windows. 


It is not likely that the cc-ieb ration 


of the Fourth this year will 
differ 


materially from that of last year. The 
warnings of the accidents of the past 
will be heeded only by the victims.
